1 
cannot, however, lirowlK-at the American slave¬ 
holder ; and whenever ! have differed from my 
brethren who are moving in almlition efforts, it 
has been on this point I will briefly state inv 
sentiments on this, subject. I believe that the 
great difficulty with us is, to make men believe 
that they are acting on a wrong principle. There 
am conscientious men wjm are, nevertheless, in 
favor of slavery, and I call only interpret it on 
one ground : they have embraced a fundamental 
error—-they do not see that ii is sin lor a man to 
maintain the principle that lie can hold hisfellow- 
im n as property. That is the accursed principle 
which lies at the foundation of the system. There 
»re II large number of men in the southern slates, 
who lieliexe that ihuy have a right to hold iheir 
neii in bondage. In fact, that principle is 
I in every part of iheir legislation bn this 
subject. What shall we do with these men? 
Shall wc call them nien-stea!ers ami rubbers ? 
TVhat wil. he the effect of that? They will close 
up iheir hearts. .»gninst* yonr arguments; .they 
will Stand upon their personal rights, and appeal 
to the moral rectitude of their general conduct, so 
dial you will produce no impression upon them.

Speech of Dr. Philip 

Before the British and Foreign Bible Society. 

The Rev. Dr. Philip expressed the happiness 
lie felt in having an opportunity of returning 
thanks to the society oil behalf of (lie Africans al 
die Ca|ie of Good H»|te;und liv would say, 
ihal none expressed warmer thanks than the Hoi- 
n ntuts, slaves, and apprentices, whom he repre¬ 
sented. While Mr. Fraser was addressing the 
aieeling, lie ihnught of Wilberforce, who presen 
••il a picture of Africa ill chains before the Hon 
of ('ominous, when he pleaded the rights ol the 
negroes. To-day they had seeu the converse ol 
lliat picture, a negro anil a freeman, the fruit of 
iheir prayers and exertions. Such a sight would 
have r> joierd the heart of W illieHorce; nay it 
did so, lor we are uol forbidden lo believe lliat 
die spiriis of die just are conscious of wlmt 
posses below. He bail witnessed the beneficial 
results of the distribution of die word of God 
among the Caflies and Hottentots; they were 
many, and they were highly encouraging. He 
had seen their iiinlerstaaditigs enlightened, their 
characters elevated, and u spring given to their 
industry, and they lutd Income useful member* 
of civilized society; and now, hy the influence 
of llie word of God. those people who had been 
compared tu baboons, and called the connecting 
link between the human species and the brute 
creation, presented some of the finest specit 
nf Chrittiau virtue slid intellectual energy. He 
recollected visiting u Christian church, consisting 
of four hundred Hottentots, and nt that lime there 
were seventy randidntes for church nieniliership, 
seven o) whom were Bushmen, men who, per¬ 
haps,Imd never been washed in their lives. They 
have been converted through the instrumentality 
nf number Bushman. They were relating their 
Clir slum experience, exhibiting, as it wetv, an il- 
lusiraiiou of the insect that in spring hursts ils 
chrysalis to shine in u new niui mure beautiful 
nice. But we have many stations which are 
destitute of ihe word of God ; and while 
k you sincerely for die liberal grants 
have made us, we have y«t lo ask you largely 
your lummy. Dr. Philip than read extracts Ii 
' >er written by one ot the missionaries 
il at Griqua Town, where there were 4,000 
Griquas under religious instruction, la-sides 
chaols in which were not fewer than 650 cliii- 
Iren. That I* iter craved help from the society 
hr those Hiitpins ami their children. There 
vrre also hundreds of Boschoaiias who were 
vying out for copies of the Scriptures, and lor 
Clu isiinn teachers. Several native teachers were 
ngaged, lull more were needed ; anil the cuuse 
viis spreading on every side. Great progress 
vas made in the schools ; many aH.ulis had re¬ 
vived instruction in them, and all were crying 
aluiiil for hooka. He trusted that file chairumi 
and the lords ami prelates and gentlemen arouiu 
him would use their influence with the commit 
lee to induce them to make those poor African 
grants of die Holy Scriptures. There wer 
many other places the claims of which were 
equally urgriit, hut lie must desist from ore

This vve regard as a most fatal doctrine to. mo¬ 
rality and reformation. What are the prolifii 
sources or essential accompaniments of hueai|>- 
erance ? Fashionable amusements, gambling, li¬ 
centiousness, war and slavery. And yet, oi 
these subjects, with die exception perhaps of 
gambling, “the sentiment of the community is 
divided.” Let these alone, and lecturers and ng- 
euts on temperance may labor until they are gray, 
and no good results follow. You may as well 
think lo extinguish a building on fire, br throw, 
ing water into the flame, while the combustible 
mutter remains untouched. Intemperance is the 
natural offspring of a love of excitement. Re¬ 
move the causes of excitement, and you remove 
inteiiqieranee. And yet, forsooth, you mus 
touch the principal causes of excitement, because 
on these “the sentiment of the community 
be divided.” 

You must not say any thing against theatres, 
baits, and parties of pleasure, Itecause on these 
“ the sentiment of the community may be iliv 
rled.” And yet who ever knew a fr> qiienler c 
these places, that did not resort lo stimulating 
drinks lor excitement ? ami who Iwlieves that os 
long as these causes exist, intemperance will net 
follow in their train? Such devotees ol pleasure 
liv* on excitement. After attendance at these 
places of sinful amusement, they become lan¬ 
guid and Wretched, and wearied of Ihe dull rou- 
tioe of every day life, lleuce to remove ennui, 
resort must he bail to ilia decanter of wine or 
brandy, or cordial, or to strong tea and coffee, no 
less destrticiiva to the nervous system. Talk to 
such prrwtns ol the benefit of temperance, nml 
igli their understandings may assent to the 
truth of your doctrine, yet iheir feelings will gov- 
tii their action* ill *pite of you. Your only ho|te 
it tnuking such persons temperate is hy persua¬ 
ding them to lead a new course of life, and re- 
rational sources of pleasure and amuse¬ 
ment. But the doctrine of ibo text precludes 
such attempts. 

things may be said ot gambling ; 
only as the excitement is greater, the inducement 
is stronger to resort to intoxicating substances. 

So of licentiousness. Iu addition to this, the 
licentious not only resort to intoxicating drinks to 
produce cxciumietit, but to stifle conscience.

And who does not know 
that our militia trainings and musters are attended 
ith continued exhibitions of intoxiculion and 
drunkenness? How many have here, lor the first 
it, imbibed an nttai-liimnt to the fatal cup! 
how many have here, for the first time, be- 
m intoxicated^uiil lost lo self-respect, which a 
subsequent life of temperance con scarcely wipe 
away, and which when shame is lost, is oilener 
the introduction to habitual drunkenness. And 
yet you must not touch on war or militia mus¬ 
ters, beenuse on these subject*, “ the sentiment ofj 
th* community may be divided.” 

Slavery liegets habits of idleness and self will 
among the children of slave-holders, which with 
the pecuniary means of indulgence without la- 
-nds more to produce intemperance then 
any cause which operates among us at the north. 
From observation we are prejiared lo say, that 
probably not one young man in ten and perlm|« 
hundred of thi'sonsof slave-holders, 
arrives at ihe age of 25 without becoming once 
or more tiim-s intoxicated, and eveH drunk. 
While slavery exists, idleness and self-will must 
predominate, and these must always lie attended 
with intemperance. Yet you must not touch

North Carolina. 

Mr. Porter,— I send you sonic extracts 
from a letter from a clergyman in N. Car¬ 
olina, received some time since. H. 

Geology.— All the lower pnrt of this state 
is a flatemintry ; not however all sand, ns is 
generally supposed, hut much of it is clay, 
and much of the snil is very good. About 
100 >>r 100 miles from the const, in a N. 

W. direction, you come to the first falls in 
the rivers, and of course to the granite 01 
primitive formation. Then commences n 
broken country with hills of moderate cle- 
vntiuu, till you reach the base pf the moun¬ 
tains. In all tins region the beds of the 
rivers and creeks is the solid rock belonging 
to the granite family. Much of country, 
ns to hills, is not unlike that of New Bug- 
land from Providence R. I. to Portsmouth 
N. H., with this difference, that the granite 
seldom crops out in ledges, as it does with 
you. Sometimes you see large blocks of 
granite on the surface. 

Cast your eye on the map, say nt New¬ 
born, take the road to Raleigh 120 milrs ; 
nt Sniilhfield, 20 miles front Raleigh, you 
come to the primitive formation. From 
Raleigh, travel west, through Hillsboro’, 
Greensboro’, Lexington, Salisbury, States¬ 
ville or Lincolnton, to Morguriton, at the 
foot of the Blue Ridge, about 200 miles hv 
the road. In nil this distance, you find such 
a country as 1 have described above, rest¬ 
ing on a granite foundation, with the ex¬ 
ception of about 20 miles of sandstone, be¬ 
tween Raleigh and Hillsboro’. Ill nil this 
tract, clay prcdoniiuntes.lhougli sand plains 
and ridges are to he found. 

- Salubrity. —All North Carolinn above 
the first falls is healthy, low grounds on the 
rivers (which however nre of comparatively 
small extent) excepted. Where there is 
low ground, on one side of a river or creek, 
there is generally n rocky bluff on the oth¬ 
er. Take the northern line of the state, 
and follow it up the Roanoke and Dan 
rivers. Warren county is the first wholly j 1,1 
above the low country. Here the springs 
of pure water gush out from the hill sides. 
Granville, Person, Caswell, and Rocking¬ 
ham follow, the country gently rising hut 
preserving the same general features. The 
climate is one of the best in the world.— 

I have been from Florida to Nova Semin, 
&,in partsof Europe,but I prefer this to nuy I 
have observed. Would that all other things 
were ns good as the climate. Situations 
on the water courses are here as elsewhere 
liable to bilious fever. 

This section of the state produces in |«>r- 
fection, when cultivated, tobacco, wheat, 
Indian corn, cotton, apples and other fruit. 
Irish and sweet potatoes, and all garden 
vegetables. The winters are mild compar¬ 
ed with yours. The ground is seldom se¬ 
verely frozen more than once, during the 
winter, and snow seldom lasts more than a 
week. Ploughing- is rarely interrupted by 
the frost more than a month in a year.

Hence, if fermentation tnkes pli 
on the surface, these gaseous matters nre

Antiseptic Property of Honey.—T he 
ancients used sometimes to pul dead bodies 
into honey, in order to preserve them from 
putrefaction. According to Statius, the 
body of Alexander the Great was so depos¬ 
ited. Honey was also poured upon Tyrian 
purple, to keep it fresh ; and some that had 
been thus preserved unimpaired for 200 
years, was found at Susa by Alexander the I 2? 1 
Great. The best mode of conveying grafts 
of trees, cuttings of vines, &c., at u dis¬ 
tance, is to place them 
cylinder filled with honey. The honey her¬ 
metically excludes the air, and cuttings 
preserved will vegetate many months after 
they have been picked.
